Start Seed* in House and Transplant 
When Danger of Frost Is Over— 
Plan Pays Well. 


(By M. COVERPELL) 
The following plan may be prac­ 
ticed in planting v ariou s kind s of 
seed s, bu t it is especially ad apted to 
watermelons, since this fru it, when 
placed on the m arket early , Is a won­ 
d erfu l profit m aker. 
Set small tin cans on liv e coals and 
heat them u ntil the bottoms may be 
remov ed , place sev eral cans in a box 
and fill them with loose, rich soil, 
prepared ju st as y ou wou ld a seed 
bed for any other kind of seed . 
Early in the season plant abou t a 
d ozen waterm elons in each can and 
keep the box where it is warm (In 
the hou se most 
of the time). 
A 
sprinkling of sand on the su rface will 
help to keep d own any weed s that 
may spring u p. 
Dampen the soil d aily and prov id e 
as mu ch su nlight as possible by set­ 
ting the box in the wind ow. 
When 
the d ay is warm and bright place the 
box ou t of d oors, thu s su pply ing those 
two essentials to plant-prod u ction— ; 
air and light. 
When the plants are large enou gh 
for transplanting and the d anger of 
frost is ov er slip the soil toge the r< 
with the y ou ng plants from the cans. I 
place them in a rich hill prepared e x -! 
pressly for the pu rpose, being care­ 
fu l not to remov e any of the soil from 
arou nd the roots of the plants. 
After they are all started growing 
thin them ou t u ntil there 
are 
fiv e 
plWts }n a Uiit. 
' 
Besid es prod u cing an early crop and ‘ 
secu ring a high price for the prod u ct 
this method is especially com m end ­ 
able on accou nt of av oid ing the d an­ 
ger of late frost and d estru ction by 
bu gs and worms, which last-named la 
a common occu rrence at 
an 
early 
stage where the plants are propagated 
in the open field . 
Also the plants will hav e secu red a 
growth of sev eral Inches before they 
are placed In the grou nd and the soil 
being free from weed -pests, less labor 
will be requ ired to keep the plants 
thrifty and u nobstru cted in their d e­ 
v elopment. 


SHEEP REQUIRE WARM FOLD 


With Proper Methods of Feeding and 
Care Anim als W ill Emerge from 
Wlntor in Good Condition. 


Sheep, as a general ru le, em erge 
from the winter in a poorer cond ition 
than they enter it. 
If proper method s 
of feed ing au d care are u sed the re­ 
v erse of this shoisid be the case. 
Sheep will thriv e mu ch better on 
forage crops than on d ry feed ; hence 
the ad v isability of sowing some forage 
crop which will grow late in the fall. 
Sev eral crops hav e prov ed v ery satis­ 
factory , bu t none probably more so 
than cowpeas. 
This plant grows lu x 
u riantly and has a large percentage 
of protein. 
Being a legu me, it also 
enriches the soil by the ad d ition of 
nitrogen, one of the main elements of 
plant food . 
Cowpeas shou ld be plant­ 
ed in May , Ju ne, and the earlier part 
of Ju ly . 
The am ou nt of seed to plant 
to the acre is from 20 to 40 pou nd s. 
The change from green food to d ry 
food shou ld be mad e grad u ally . Straw, 
fod d er, silage and alfalfa are some 
of the d ry feed s which may be u sed . 
Cleanliness in both watering and feed 
ing trou ghs is essential. 
A good way 
to keep the trou ghs clean is to tu rn 
them ov er after the sheep hav e eaten 
grain. 
Sheep need a warm fold . 
Don’t for­ 
get that. 
The fold shou ld be m ad e of 
tight board fencing which breaks the 
wind and also makes the sheep more 
secu re from d ogs 
and 
wolv es. 
It 
shou ld be lar.ge enou gh 
to 
prov id e 
room for all. 
There shou ld be no cold 
d rafts throu gh sheep’s qu arters.

In v iew of the Colombian m in ister's 
n ote, S e c re ta ry

If the Colombian g ov ern m en t u p­ 
holds th e stan d tak en by its m in iste r 
here, it will c re a te a seriou s situ ation 
betw een the tw o g ov ern m en ts w hich 
may resu lt in the break in g off of dip­ 
lom atic relation s.

th e M ex ican g ov ern m en t is th a t the 
liv e« an d property of A m erican s be r e 
spected.

Secretary Wilson of the department 
of agriculture estimates that, between 
the producer and the consumer, there 
is an aunual loss of $45,000,000 in the 
egg crop of the United States, the 
greater portion of which falls on the 
farmer, who Is by far the largest 
producer. 
Of this 
enormous 
loss, 
about 
one-third, 
or 
$16,000,000, 
is 
caused by heat which develops the 
embryo of the fertile egg, 
causing 
what is known to the trade as a 
“blood ring.”

Nothing will make a more savory 
feed tor the little ducks than to take 
a spade and spade up a small plot of 
ground In a damp place and allow 
them to. gather the worms and in­ 
sects that are turned up.

Dangers Before Asparagus. 
There are few pests which affect as­ 
paragus. 
There is occasionally some 
trouble with rust, and there is aspara­ 
gus beetle wWch sometimes bothers. 
There is also a black fly-like insect 
which eats on the stalk of the plant. 
The beetles and fly can be trapped by 
letting a few plants grow up without 
cutting until they are infested with 
the bugs. 
Then they may be cut and 
burned. 
The rust may be combated by burn­ 
ing the dead plants in winter or some­ 
times by spraying in the summer after 
the cutting season. Care should be ex­ 
ercised not to spray on any plot that 
is being cut. for use, as the sprays are 
poisonous. 
Lead arsenate solution is 
usually advised, though asparagus is 
not usually sprayed at all. 


Wash Repellent for Rabbits. 
The department et agriculture says 
in its annual report that lime and sul­ 
phur wash has been tried with suc­ 
cess on fruit trees to prevent 
their 
being gnawed by rabbits. 
One treat­ 
ment in the fall, as a rule, will do for 
the entire winter. 
Itfi more extensive 
use is recommended by the depart­ 
ment.

FAVOR INDIAN RUNNER DUCKS 


Few Breeds Better Suited 
to 
Farm 
R aisin g— Imported From W e s t In­ 
dies Fifteen Y e a r s Ago. 


Much has been said through the dif­ 
ferent farm and poultry journals in 
favor of the Indian Runner duck, but 
I believe there are few who realize the 
possibilities and advantages of rear­ 
ing ducks of this breed. 
As I have been raising this breed of 
ducks for a few y ears, I can testify 
th at they deserve all the praise given 
them. 
They are not an entirely new vari­ 
ety , having been Imported some 15 
y ears ago from the W est Indies, thus 
it receives the nam e of ‘‘Indian" with 
the “Runner” added to denote Its chief 
peculiarity , its rapid movement over 
the ground. 
They are great foragers and pick 
up innumerable bugs and insects. This 
alone should give them an im portant 
place on every farm. 
Owing to their extrem e hardiness, it 
Is 
quite an* easy 
task to 
raise 
a 
large flock of Indian Runners, with 
very little trouble. 
They are never bothered with lice, 
there are no roosts to keep clean, and 
no expensive houses are needed; just 
a low-roofed shed to .protect them from 
the severe w inds and snows in winter, 
say s a writer in the Farm Progress. 
The houses should have a dry floor- 
covering of straw or some kind of lit­ 
ter. as they must have a dry place on 
which to sleep. 
While they are not a land fowl, it is 
not at all necessary to have running 
w ater for them to swim in, all that is 
needed is plenty of clean 
w ater 
to 
drink, placed in a vessel deep enough

tor them to cover their heads, as the 
nostrils are liable to become clogged 
w ith mud or feed. 
The y oung ducklings grow' and ma­ 
ture so quickly it is indeed very inter­ 
esting and fascinating to raise them. 
We have had y oung ducklings 
that 
weighed three and one-fourth pounds 
w hen 60 day s old; when m atured they 
will weigh from four and one-half to 
five pounds. 
Being a quick m aturing fowl makes 
th e ir meat 
exceedingly 
tender, and 
juicy , of fine flavor, equal or su­ 
perior to spring chicken. 
Their eggs are large, about one-third 
larger than the average hen egg, and 
perfectly white. And, contrary to the 
general idea of duck eggs, they are of 
mild, delicate flavor, making 
them 
very desirable for th e table or cake 
baking, puddings, etc. The eggs under 
ordinary conditions a re very fertile and 
will hatch exceedingly well iu incuba­ 
tor*.
